out of court yesterday when C. 5. 
Ruthenberg of Cleveland, executive 
secretary of the Workers’ party. suc- 
cessor of the communist party, is- 
sued a statement apparently repuii- 
ating part of the line of defense, in- 
dicated by Frank P. Walsh, Foster's 
chief counsel. 
Say Harmony Prevails. 
later Ruthenberg. Foster 
Walsh asserted that they were 
ing together in harmony. 

Ruthenberg's sicned statetnent de- 
nied that the convention wae 
planned and called private de- 
tective agencies, who inveigled the 
delegates into the adoption of nitm- 
erous reports and asserted that the 
defense would not contend that dur- 
ing the trial. Newspaper § reports 
concerning depositions taken in Chi- 
cago by Walsh before the trial! said | 
that the defense would make those 
assertions. 

The statement said that a Govern- 
ment agent was present but said he 
did not write in any of the various 
documents and took no active part 
in the proceetlings. 

Attorney Walsh in his 
statement said Francis Morrow, ‘*h: 
agent referred to by Ruthenberg. de- 
feated by his vote the convention's, 
plan to disband its illegal organiza- 
Tion. and announce the party’s ac-| 
tions openly. The Government for 
that reason. he said, was responsible 
for the party not being legally recog- | 
nized. 

"The communist workers on trial,” | 
the Ruthenberg statement said, 
“will wage only one kind of defense, 
the communists will take full re- 
sponsibility for everything that ws) 
done at the Bridgman convention. 
Throughout the trials the defendants 
will maintain that they had a full) 
right to assemble, and to discuss the | 
problems and struggles of the wor'- 
ing class. The defendants will fight 
for the right of all workers, com- 
muniste included, to .the freedom pf, 
speech and assembly. The militant 
workers on trial will not shrink one 
inch from the defense of their right. 
to believe and propagate thd@r com- 
munist principles. This, and this 
only, will be the defense polic) of 
the communists.” 

Walsh diemiased the incident as 
due to the injured pride of some of 
the communista who resented the 
idea that they had been the victims 
of Department of Justice agents
